All that was tangible is 
here to-day; the intangible, insubstantial, 
and imaginary has departed ; and the Legis- 
lature is made atheatre of eloquence de- 
manding that the tax be collected on this 
#117,000,000 of property which does not er- 
ist and never did exist except in the imagi- 
nation. 

The debate brings out much comprehen- 
sive wisdom. One gentleman asserts and de- 
fies contradiction that because a man can 
sell and assign acertificate of stock, there- 
fore the certificate of stock is property in- 
dependent of the property represented by 
the stock. It is a franchise, and fran- 
chises may under the Constitution be taxed. 
The severity of the law falls upon private 
corporations, where the form of corporation 
is resorted to as a mere convenience for 
bookkeeping, whereby partners in business 
may increase their interest or sell out, and 
where new partners may comein, and where, 
in case of the death of a partner, the busi- 
ness can go on without any dissolution of 
partnership or change of the firm name. 
The corporate existence is purely a business 
convenience and gives no special or exclusive 
privileges. Instead of crediting a partner 
with a specified proportion,—as 3-16 of the 
firm, and another with 1-16, and another 
12-16, they simply divide the whele into so 
many shares of $100 each, and give to each 
a certificate of the number of shares he 
holds. The gentlemen in the Legislature 
argue that if five men invest $100,000 in 
business as a company, and issue to them- 
selves a certificate that each owns twenty 
shares of $1,000 each in the com- 
pany, that, in addition to the prop- 
erty, land, machinery, and materials 
purchased with the money paid in, there is 
another 6100, 000 of taxable property repre- 
sented by the certificates of stock. No argu- 
ment or reason seems to be able to reach 
the minds of the statesmen who hold this 
doctrine, even when they admit that the 
same persons, if not incorporated, would only 
be taxable upon their actual property. It is. 
claimed that the certificates of stock sell at 
a premium, and are valuable far beyond 
their nominal value; but that is due exclu- 
sively to the skill, personal character, and 
brains of those managing the business, and 
not to any intrinsic value of the stock certifi- 
cates, or to any superior quality of the 
tangible property employed. The news- 
papers of Chicago are frequently used to 
illustrate the operations of this law. Tux 
Trisunz, because published by a company, 
is assessed on all its property and its capi- 
tal stock in addition, though the capital stock 
isa mere representation of the interests of 


the several proprietors in the property of 
the Company. The Times, not owngd by a 
company, is taxed only on the valué of its 


property. The Journal, a valuable paper, is 
taxed only on its actual property, while the 
little Post has charged up against it a large 
sum of capital stock. 

We know the law has been decided to be 
constitutional, but that does not make it 
just or politic. It is a law having for its 
direct purpose the exclusion of capital and 
the prevention of production. There may 
be in half the towns of this State men hav- 
ing small amounts of capital, no one having 
enough to engage in productive industry. 
If ten or more unite their means to purchase 
land, erect buildings, buy machinery, em- 
ploy labor and obtain raw materials, and 
form a company, they become at once sub- 
ject to double taxation. Under the assump- 
tion that certificates of stock and debts due 
by the company are so much property in ad- 
dition to what they have purchased with 
their capital, they become taxable both on 
the shadow and the substance, upon their 
propérty and on their title-deeds, on the 
property they have bonght and on the notes 
they have given for that property. This 
kind of legislation is not encouraging to the 
investment of money in any kind of produc- 
tive industry. And yet there are men in 
the Legislature who think this kind of leg- 
islation is the perfection of wisdom, the 
long-sought principle of just taxation, and 
the embodiment of the purest principles of 
equity. 


THES SILK-IMPORTING SWINDLE. 

There is little doubt that there have been 
gigantic frauds on the Government in the 
importations of manufactured silks. Ex- 
Secretary Baisrow had fully satisfied him- 
self of this fact before his retirement from 
the Treasury, and, having about run the 
whisky depredators to the ground, he was 
ready -to begin work on the customs frauds 
when his term of service was brought toa 
close by the jealousies and enmities which 
his relentless revenue prosecutions had pro- 
voked. It is the duty of Secretary Suzr- 
man to take up the work of investigation 
and reform where Mr. Bristow was forced 
to leave it, and produce, if necessary, the 
same revolution in the customs service that 
his predecessor achieved in internal reve- 
nue matters. If there have been any such 
frauds in the importation of silks as recent 
„ eee seem to indicate with reason-

frauds in other lines of imports, and in the 
aggregate the Government has been 
swindled out of millions of dollars 
annually which cannot be  acdcurate- 
ly reckoned. While the whisky men 
were plundering the Government in the 
West, the importers were plundering it in 
the East; and, as St. Louis and Chicago 


the Whisky-Ring, New York has been the 
base of operations for the customs-thieves, 
and righteous Boston may contribute her due 
proportidh to the swindling. / 

If the statement be true that firms whohave 
their own factories in Europe have been able 
to purchase in New York silks of their own 
manufacture at lower rates than they them- 
selves could import them and pay the full 
duty thereon, there could be no more strik- 
ing instance of the temerity and recklessness 
of the customs-ring thieves. It was pre- 
cisely,on a par with selling whisky below 
the tax, leaving nothing for the cost of man- 
facture, which was done in some cases before 
the raidon the Ring. It may not be that 
some of the importers, jobbers, and mer- 
chants dealing in silke in New York. and 
elsewhere are so deeply involved in the Ne- 


| frauding of the customs revenue as were the 


manuf eturers and wholesale dealers in whis- 
ky in the robbing of the internal revenue,

Some of them may have di- 
rectly connived at the frauds, and the others 
will justify their dealing in contraband goods 
by the necessities of trade; strict moralists 
will not accept this as an excuse, but it will 
pass in most commercial circles under the 
plea that they all did it.“ The smuggling 
has been carried on mostly by means of falsi- 
fied invoices, the valuations being placed 
from 30 to 40 per cent below the actual cost 
at the place of manufacture; as the duty is 
ad valorem, the Government has been de- 
frauded in proportion to the undervaluation. 
In some cases we have no doubt the igno- 
rance and carelessness of the Custom-House 
employes have enabled this undervaluation 
to be practiced without official connivance, 
while in others the officials have been parties 
to the frauds and sharers in the dishonest 
profits, Nothing but the most sweeping in- 
vestigation will reveal the relative degree of 
guilt and incompetence which have brought 
about the present condition, and, as the 
Government is equally a sufferer in both 
cases, it will be a good rule to make a clean 
sweep of all through whose hands the smug- 
gled goods have had to pass. 

In this connection we call attention to the 
dispatch from A. T. Srewant & Co., of New 
York, repelling the intimation that that house 
has in any way connived at these frauds by 
purchasing their own goods in New York 
at less than they could import them direct 
from their own wills. We have no dopbt 
that all the respectable importing houses and 
manufacturers would like to have this frand- 
ulent importation broken up. It is dis- 
honest, and it is injurious to honest and 
legitimate trade. 

THE SOUTH PARK INVESTIGATION. 

While we have as much reason as ever to 
believe that the investigation into the man- 
agement of the South Park was instigated 
in the interest of the Dunutavy-CoLzenour 
half-million grab, the investigators have run 
across a lead which was not anticipated, and 
which may make their work useful to the 
community. We refer to the Caauncer Bow- 
EN checks which have not been accounted 
for. It has become evident that Mr. Bow- 
Es accounts as an officer of the Board 
have not been settled, and it looks very much 
as though he had drawn moneys belonging, 
to the Park funds, which were deposited in 
New York, and used them as his own. To 
what extent this has been dons cannot be 
stated till the investigation shall have pro- 
gressed further and the accounts thoroughly 


audited, but it is ramored.that from $40,000 


to $60,000 have been misappropriated in this 
way by the President of the Board, Mr. 
Bowen is said to be bankrupt, and 
in that case he is a defaulter 
to the amount that he has taken for his per- 


covery. It is possible that his accounts may be 
made good, but the outlook is not flattering. 
This revelation is undoubtedly a serious re- 
flection upon the whole Board. If there has 
been any such defaloation as would now ap- 
pear, it must have extended over a consider- 
able space of time, and the other mem- 
bers of the Board during the time when the 
money was being taken from the Park fund 
for private use are blameworthy for not 
having detected or stopped it. It was their 
duty to see that the trust was properly ad- 
ministered. A defalcation of this kind raises 
the presumption of carelessness and neglect 
in the auditing of the accounts, for which 
all members of the Board are in part respon- 
sible. There are other reflections upon the 
Board in the revelation that members draw- 
ing salaries, like Bowzn and Gorwziy, had 
failed to pay the taxes on lands they owned 
in the neighborhood of the Park; in other

As to the original pretense for the inves- 
tigation, nothing has transpired that can 
regarded in the nature of proof, and there 
remain merely the insinuations and innuen- 
does on which the investigation was origin- 
ally based. Messrs. Dunuevy and CoLznour 
wanted to compel the present Board to pay 
them for eighty acres of submerged swamp- 
land a half-million dollars, and the Board

The West Park Commission was limited by 
law to the expenditure of $1,250,000 for 
park lands, and an immense tract of land 
was taken from Ciceros and added to the city 
limits within which fo locate the three parks. 
It was not ie under these circum- 
stances for the land-sharks to get up a cor- 
ner. There was/ but a certain amount of 
money to spend; and the question was sim- 
ply where the largest amount of desirable 
land could be/obtained for it, If the land- 
owners in one section w unreasonable, 
the Commigsioners could purchase in anoth- 
er locality; Instead of there being a corner 
on the land, a competition to sell was excit- 
ed by this arrangement. But in the case of 
the South Parks, the boundaries were fixed 
in the Park act, and no limit put upon the 
amount to be expended. The property had 
to he bargained for with owners who knew 
t Board was compelled to have it, or it was 
Hecessary to resort to condemnation proceed- 
Angs against hard swearing and packed juries, 
wuich proved to be even more expensive. 
Under such circumstance: it was scarcely 
possible to prevent extortion in some cases. 

But the investigation will have accom- 
plished a good work, though not intended, 
if it shall show up on the part of the Presi- 
dent of the Board or any other Commis- 
sioners any breach of their trust, and fix the 
responsibility which attaches to the Board 
as a whole for permitting any defalcation or 
other abuses. The public demand that the 
investigation shall be pushed in this direc- 
tion and with this purpose. The Duwzzvy- 
CoLzHouR scheme will now cut but a small 
figure in the investigation, and, no matter 
what the result may be, it n-ed not eventuate 
in putting’ money in the pockets of new

New York, April 10.—The temperance folk see 

a new chance fora crusade, and are ready. The 

Court of Appeals recently decided that, under the 

State law, Boards of Excise have no authority to 

grant licenses to any persons other than inn, tav- 

ern, or hotel keepers to sell liquors or wines. 

Through the passage aud repeal of various laws 

which excepted beer and ale, and made a 

special Metropolitan Excise, it came about that the 

privilege of drinking on the premises was nowhere 
conferred, so that the saloon licenses issued since 

1866 have been illegal. A test case case was 

brought againet James Gibney, a saloon-kecper, 

and to-day Gibney pleaded guilty and was fined. 

Judge Sutherland said no other course was open to 

the decision in the Court 

As Gibney was guilty 

wrong intent in this instance, 

the fine would be nominal. As matters now stood, 
newever, he would advise the defendant to discon- 

t nue the sale of liquors under his license; for, if 

brought up again, Knowing as ne now did he was 

violating the law, the full penalty of 850 for each 
offense would be inflicted. In view of the decision 
of the Court of Appeals. it was clear that 
every liquor-dealer in the city not pro- 
vided with hotel. tavern, or inn-keepers’ licenses 
shouid stop seiling liquor, and I don’t know 
that that. his Honor added, ** would be a very 
great calamity.“ He fined Gibhey $1.° There is 
excitement rmong the liquor dealers over this de- 
cision.

Enough Dynamite to Alter the Earth’s

cask was an ordinary one, calling for thirty 
litres of wine on the invoice.

The Salvage Corps had responded to the alarm be- 


fore it was sounded on the city bella, and the en- 


gines were out very promptly. But before they 
arrived the entire upper stories were in flames, 
and it was seen at a glance that the entire struc- 
ture must go. At this hour (2 a. m.) the scenes 
in the immediate vicinity of the hotel are indes- 
cribable, the excitement being of the intensest 
character. The windows inthe upper story are 
crowded with

The barley resolution was brought up yesterday 
on ‘Change, and, after a vote, was declared to have 
been laid on the table. A motion will probably be 
made to-day to reconsider on the ground that 
there was a mistake either in the voting or the an- 
nouncement. The barley in the Galena Elevator 
ought to be investigated and sharply; whether or 
not the investigation eught to be made by the 
Board of Trade is for the members of that body to 
decide. 

On all sales of winter-stored grain made during 
the remainder of this week the. seller will have to 
deduct \c per bu from the selling price in order to 
make it regular, as regular grain mast have five 
days to run free of extra storage, and winter stor- 
age expires next Monday. 

The direct foreign exports from Chicago during 
last week include 300 bris flour, 57,436 bu corn, 
2,038 bu barley, 1,061 bris pork, 7,728 boxes 
meats, 2,692 cases canned do, 9,895 tes and 480 
other packages lard, 476 brie beef, 203 pkgs butter 
and cheese, 200 bris alcohol, and 2, 706 bris tallow. 

A purchase was made in this market yesterday of 
200 bris four to go to Sigourney, in Western Iowa. 
The purchaser stated that he could not buy any 
more flour in his neighborhood, the stocks of both 
wheat and flour being pretty well used up. 

The leading prodace markets were fairly active 


yesterday. so far as grain was concerned, while pro- 


visions were dull, but prices were irregular. Hog 
products were firmer, oats and barley higher, and 
wheat and corn lower, amid considerable excitement. 
The war news was no less warlike than the pre- 
vious day, and American paper money as well as 
British consols declined in consequence; bat the 
full effect of the war fever seemed to have been 
felt here on the previous day, and a good many 
holders were anxious to sel] at the advance already 
achieved. There was a good deal of uncertainty, 
rather than fear, in regard to the future of prices. 


It was remembered that prices advanced here pre- 


vious to the declaration of war between France and 
Germany, and declined almost steadily during the 
time that war was in progress. It was 
thought to be not unlikely that that 
history will repeat itself dow; and for 
that reason there was less impulsivenesas 
among buyers than might have been expected, 
though a good deal of purchasing was done in most 
departments. The trading for shipment was only 
moderate in velume. The fact of finer weather 
tended to depress the leading cereals. 

Dry goods were moving freely, several depart- 
ments of the market displaying genuine activity. 
Prices of bleached and brown cottons and some 


‘other lines were unsettled, and in several instances 


lower quotations are given. The demand for gro- 
ceries was not up tothe expectations of sanguine 
holders, buyers taking hold with some reserve. In 
values no important ehanges were noted, most 
lines ruling comparatively steady. Butter and 
cheese were dealt in rather sparingly, and were 
easy. No price-changes were noted in the dried- 
fruit market, quiet still prevailing. Fish were in 
moderate demand, and were quoted steady. No 
new features were noted in the leather, tobacco, 
bagging, coal, and wood markets. Paints and oils 
were in fair request at Monday's quotations. 

The lumber market was fairly active and easy 
under large offerings, which dealers are anxious to 
reduce before new lumber begins to arrive freely. 
Many of the East Shore ports are now accessible 
by water, and boats are leaving daily, and prob- 
ably a good deal of stuff of last season's cut will 
arrive next week. The mills will start as soon as 
the rivers and small inland lakes are open to navi- 
gation. At many ports the ice is moving out, or 
gives signs of breaking upatan early day. The 
hardware dealers report a fair trade, and the pub- 
lie hed price list is generally adhered to, there 
being less disposition to cut under than when 
trade was dull. Wool, broom corn, and hides 
were unchanged. A fair inquiry for seeds was re- 
ported at former prices, clover alone being a shade 
firmer. Poultry was quiet. Eggs and game were 
weak. ‘ 

Lake freighte were in moderate demand and a 
shade firmer in sympathy with eteadier rail rates. 
Wheat to Brooklyn was taken at 3X%{c, and 3%c 0 
asked for corn to do. Freigut- room was reported 
engaged for 26,000 bu wheat and 180,000 bua 
corn. 

Rail freights were quoted steady at the recent 
advance: To Ne York, 30c per 100 ibs on grain 
and 40c on meats. To Boston, Portland. and Prov- 
idence, 35c on grain and 450 on provisions. To 
interior New England points, 35¢ on grain. To 
Liverpool, 44@45c, speeie, on grain, and 47@48c 
on provisions.

The witness explained that Mr. Root had been 
instrumental in breparing a bill to facilitate the 
collection of back taxes, and if he received any pay 
it would be for that, and noother purpose. The 
Commission had never paid a cent for lobbying to 
ong person. 

Gen. Rowett(—My,jelegram to Root at Wash- 
ington as to when 5 return referred to 
this tax bill. 

By Mr. Truesdell—lf Root presents a bill it will 
be upon the basis of time employed in the service 
of the Commission. I am perfectly satisfied that 
Mr. Root will at no time presenta bill for time 
spent in lobbying. I wrote to Root requesting him 
tofurther the passage of the resolution under 


‘which the Committee are acting, and if possible to 


agitate the e of a law requiring a yearly in- 
vestigation or account. I can furnish the letter if 
desired, but this is thé substance of it. The reso- 
lution was then pending in the House. 
Wrote the letter because I Wanted the 
investigation to go on; am intimately acquainted 


‘with Root, and had talked with him about it; had 


a conversation with him after writing the letter, 
and discussed the form of the law desirable in the 
remises. Root left me with the impression that 

e coincided with my views; have heard through 
the newspapers that Root ores the passage of 
the resolution. While the bill was before the Sen- 
ate, I wrote to Senators Hodges and Robinson, the 
letters being of asimilartenor. In ore expect 
a bill from t tor services renderéd than from 
Hodges. 

Mr. Truesdell wished to be informed, as. Mr. 
Sidway appeared to be in a minority in regard to 

IMPROVEMENTS ON WESTERN AVENUE, 
what arguments he nsed in 1 of his views, 
and what were those advanced by the other side. 

Mr. Sidway said he had contended for the crea- 
tion of a swall lake, but this was opposed by his 
brother Commissioners on the ground of expense. 
They had reduced the annual tax to $200,000, and 
were short of money. : 

In response to Mr. Truesdell, witness said that 
he had no official knowledge that a promise had 
been made to the poor people of Bridgeport, in or- 
der to secure their votes for the original Park act. 
that improvements should be made forthwith on 
the West Parks. He thought the complaints which 
had been spoken of proceeded from the property- 
owners and not the rer class. 

By Mr. Wentworth—Mr. Bowen has, during the 
past year, had bat little to do with the affairs of 
the Board. 

Mr. Wentworth—I find certain sums paid to 
James P. Root pending the passage of tae resolu- 
tion. Why did he get this money? 

Witness—He had a heavy bill against the Board 
for the tax-cases, and these amounts were proba- 
bly paid on account of this bill. If the Committee 
will excuse me I would suggest that the bills be 
asked for insiead of questioning me on such items. 
The Board was hard up, and Mr. Root did well if 
he got his money within a few months. 

Mr. Truesdel]—Can you positively swear of your 
own personal knowledge that no Park Commis- 
sioner made any effort to defeat the passage of the 
resolution, or expressed to any person their wish 
that it might be defeated? 

Witness—It is my opinion that when the resolu- 
tion waz firet offered there wae a general idea that 
the Committee might probably do more harm than 
good. We soon came to change our views, the 
newspapers being filled with charges of fraud and 
malfeasance, and we made up our minds that 
the Commissioners could not afford by any 
means not to have an investigation. 
The papers asserted, after I had written to James 
P. Root asking him to advocate the passage of the 
resolution, that Root had opposed it. Oar talk on 
thie subject partook of the nature of a general dis- 
cussion as to the best methods of conducting the 
investigation. I favored the investigation, and 
asked Root to support any investigation or law 
looking towards a permanent supervision of the 
affairs of the Board. i 

Mr. Kales explained that his understanding was 
that Mesers. Sidway and Root considered the reso- 
lution as, in some respects, defective. Sidway 
wanted an investigation, and asked Root to help as 
far as he could to obtain one. 

John Wentworth— When yon said that vou were 
at first opposed to the resolution on the ground 
that the Committee would probably do more harm 
than good, did you refer to the Bowen matter, or 
the tax-certificates. or what? 

Mr. Sidway—To answer that will open up a mat- 
ter which has been much discussed in the newspa- 
pers, and which may place me in a somewhat ridic- 
ulous light. It will require an hour or two's work, 
but I will tell all about it if desired. 

The Committee requested the witness to go ahead, 
and he accordingly did so. He said that the Com- 
missioners felt that the investigation was instigated 
by certain persons at Springtield interested in a 
certain suit, for the purpose of making evidence. 
THESE WERE THE SUSPICIONS OF THE BOARD, 
held by the Board privately. He did not know that 
those suspicious were entirely removed by the time 
that he wrote to Root, but by that time the Board 
had become convinced that they could Lot afford to 
oppose an investigation. The witness was not per- 
sonally acquainted with Mr. Fitch, but believed 
that he was personally interested tn the Colehour 
tact. 

Judge Dunlevy—How would it help Colehour to 
expose the actions of the Commissioners? Would 
it not hurt him?’ 

Mr. Sidway—If I am going to be forced into this 
thing | want a fair show. e learned that there 
were two sets or rings in Springfield, work: to- 
gether to a certain extent. e were informed that 
there was the ring wanting to get hold of the Park 
lands, and also the Culehour-Dunlevy crowd.

Gen. Thompson—The first trial wast upon 
the basis of the then value of the land. The evi- 
dence at both trials showed a depreciation since 
1873 of 30 to 40 per cent, and at the second trial 
the prices rukingin 1873 were taken ase a basis. 
Judge McAllister held that the time of filing the 
bill was the time at which the land should be 
valued. Under this ruling, the land would have 
been valued at about 50. 000 an acre, but the jury 
found for an average of abont $2,500 anacre. Mr. 
Robey, whom the other side bad accepted as their 
attorney, had valued the land at $25,000 an acre,

THE DEFENSE. 

Mr. O'Brien desired time in order to bring in 
some authorities on the point that, where two 
parties participated in an affray, one innocent! 
and the other with intent to do injury or to kill, 
the first could not be he!d responsible notwithstand- 
ing his participation. There must be a joint act or 
intention to convict both.

A slight froth protruded from the mouth and nose, 
and the eyes bore a peculiarly glassy stare. Several 
of the neighbors were called in, and with them Dr.

Staaden had been seized with an apoplectic fit, 


and died in the position be was in at the time the 
tit seized him. ‘The froth. and the clammy damp- 
ness of the skin, he said, would indicate an apo- 
plectic death rather than one by drowning, but an 
autopsy and inquest alone could thoroughly settle 
the exact cause of the death. 
THE STRUCTURE 
in which Staaden came to his death is a large barn 
two stories in height, connected by a long one- 
story structure with the store, No. 219 North 
Clark street, which was the scene of his crime. 
There is barely any furniture in it, and 
what there is, is mostly of home manufacture. so 
poor had the family become. The wails are un- 
lastered, and all efforts toward partitioning the 
rn off into rooms have been confined to simple 
calico curtains. A rough wooden stairway con- 
nects the two stories. At the foot of this stairway 
is the bath-tub. kverything surroulding indicated 
that the man had met a sudden rather than an in- 
tentional death. ‘The objection that a man would 
hardly take a bath immediately before 
supper is controverted by Staaden's mode of life; 
of recent years he was irregular in all his habits. 
During the day he was left alone, tigre being no 
fear of his making any attempt upon hie life, as he 
seemed more cheerful that at any time since his 
troubles came upon him. His daughter was out 
visiting, and his son was at the lawyer's, on 4 
message given him by the father. Inthe middle of 
the aftcrnoon Staaden spent au hour atthe saloon 
of George Schorl, corner of Chicago avenue 
and Clark street, and then appeared to be im 
a most happy condition. The way in which he 
descended the steps intothe saloon caused Scherl 
toremark, **Stadden, you act like a fresh young 
man instead of an old one. Attention! March: 
To all of which Staaden responded in the most 
solderly manner, he having been a Prussian sol- 
dier in ais youth. Whenhe left the saloon, he 
remarked that he would go home, shave himeelr, 
and take a bath. That was the last seen of him 
alive. 

The neighbors have paid but little attention to 
the affair, not caring to have a row with the 
Staaden family. They shake their heads and 
think that Staaden committed suicide, true to the 
last in his mania for beating insurance companies, 
whether life or fire. Among such it is rumored 
that Staaden s life was heavily insured, and a close 
inquiry as to the facts did not bring forth a denial 
from Fred Staaden, so that it is more than proba- 
ble that the decased was as fond of heavy life 
policies as. he was formerly of those against fire. 

Coroner Dietzsch was at once notified, and the 
inquest will take place this forenoon at the Chicago 
Avenue Station. 

_ ARSON. 
The fire, which was the beginning of all the sor- 
rows of deceased, took pluce in No. 219 North 
Clark street about 1 o'clock Monday morning, Ju- 
ly]. 1874. it was extinguished with a lees of 
about $1,000, and the firemen found that it had 
been set by an incendiary in a pile af kindling- 
wood in the basewent. An investigation was had 
the next day, and Staaden arrested on 
charges of arson and attempted murder. 
The arrangements of trains and the 
distribution of kerosene and powder were thor- 
ough. it sufficiently explains Stuaden's methods 
to say that he placed two lighted candles so that 
when they burned down they would ignite the 
trains and then the powder. 
The case was * ae f brought to the attention 
of the Grand Jury, and quly 29 two indictmente 
were found against Staaden, one for arson and one 
forattemptto murder. Aug. 1 he was called up 
to lead, and pleaded Not guilty,” after 
which his counsel tried to quash the indictments.
